Ticklish Problem 


N their Washington  dis- 
cussions on the Middle 
Kast situation—actual and 
potentlul—British, © Ameri- 
con and = French — officials 
are continuing where 
President Elsenhower — and 
Anthony Eden left off in 
their recent talks, But the 
Big Three representatives 
wit) make no declalona. 
Their job Js to exchange, 
and = where possible corre- 
Inte, information and ideas. 
Exsentlully they are re- 
nasesaing — their position 
and responsibilities vis-a-vis 
the 1950 tripartite declarna- 
tion, 

The United States representa- 
tives are reported to have 
prepared a “plan to step 
aggresalon in the  Middje 
Bast.” It is to be noted 
that it Is not designed to 
prevent aggression, and |ts 
importance jn the current 
denberations must rank 
second to the more urgent 
need of finding a deterrent 
to a flare-up between Isract 
and any of her neighbour- 
ing Arab states, 

HERE are two dangerous 
possibilithes: that Egypt 
and Iarsel will allow hot 
fempers to prevail over 
cool judgment and become 
embroiled in a conflict that 
may be difficult, If not im- 
possible, to locnlise; or that 
next month, Israel and 
Syria may become — In- 
volved in a shooting — dis- 
pute over diversion of the 
River Jordan, which would 
almost autumatieally bring 
Eyypt into the fray on the 
alde of the Arab kingdom. 

Flow to prevent either of 
these two possibilities 
materialising must be the 
first consideration of — the 
Big Three. Sir Anthony 
Eden bas expressed a firm 
belief that enlarging of 
the United Nations Truco 
Commission, which serves 
to maintain the neutral 
zone between Egypt and 
Israel, would help consider- 
ably in keeping down pro- 
vocative border incidents. 
But it is unlikely — this 
would be suMclent to rule 
out an 
conflict, 

An additional suggestion is 
that the no-man's-land 
strips between larael and 
her neighbours be enlarged, 
but manifestly it would be 
difficult to secure the con- 
sent of all the parties to 
such an arrangement, and 
it is a proposition that can 
hardly be foreed on the 
affected countries by the 
United Nations, 

Biccest handicap to those 
secking to bring about 
friendlier relations between 
Jarne] and the Arab states 
is the truculence of Colonel 
Nasser, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, and the deep 
mistrust of his neighbours 
exhibited by Mr David Ben 
Gurion, the Israeli Jeader, 
Between them they are 
making It impossible to spell 
out an acceptable peace for- 
mula, Meanwhile in the 
background is Soviet in- 
fluence and pressure de- 
signed to incite und main- 
tain tension,

(Cenligrade). Floating lee- 
packs have made Oslo Flord no 
longer safe for shipping. Italian 
workers in Sweden were to- 
night packing thelr bags for 
home, beaten by the cold. But 
at bene tou, gald und stxnw 
was awaiting them, 

At Goerlitz, on the Pollish- 
East German fronuer, the tem- 
perature fell lost night to below 
30 degrees under zero Contl- 
grude, the lowest lempersture 
so fur revorded in East Ger- 
many. 

Another record low was re- 
ported from the town of Sjentca 
in Serbia, where the tempcra- 
ture fell te 33 degrees below zéru 
this morning. Minus 28 was re- 
corded at nearby Cuprija, 26 
deyrecs below in South 
Macedonia and 25° below 41 
Boma. While heavy 9 snow- 
storms were thrashing down on 
the Adriatic coast, roads were 
blocked und trains held stow- 
bound, 


SOLDIERS FREEZE 
TO DEATH 


Two British soldiers froze to 
death in a mountain Bilzzad in 
central Cyprus early this 
morhing. They were trying to 
reach camp iter their vehicle 
had become snowed up. Winds 
and snowstormi today Ieft a 
trait of destruction behind in 
mount: lnous West Cyprus. 
Many villages were  tsolated, 
roads and bridges washed awty 
and roofs ripped off cottages, 

Across the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean in Beirut, na tempest 
wus raging tonight and ships 
could nol enter the harbour. 
Heavy snowstorms had cut all 
mountain roads. iMcluding tha 
highway from Betrut to 
Damascus. Swollen torrents were 
causing damage and flooding all 
olong the Lebanon coast. All 
alr traffie may be stopped at 
Khalde alrport tonight. 

The cold wave has not spared 
the normally sunny African 
shores of the Medilerrancan and 
particularly low temperatures 
were recorded In Tunisia. The 
“Neo-Destour" governing Na- 
tlonalist Party and the French 
High Commissioner, Roger 


Seydoux, haye launched special 
programmes” to help the poor 
and homeless during the cold 
crisis, 

Italy has had her share of the 
winter storms, The South has 
so far been the worst victim, 
with heavy snowfalls blocking 
roeds and railways. Aljr search 
rtics were today looking for a 
bus with 60 passengers on board, 
missing for six days on a 
deserted snow-bound read in 
Calabria,

The United States, Italy 
and the Vatican sped fi 
and clothing tonight to 
hundreds of thousands of 
Itdiiane caught for the 
ninth straight day in the 
jey grip of a white 
disaster, 

The conditions resuking 
from the. cold wave 
worsened by the hour. 
Towns and villages arc. 
isolated by ,deep snows 
from the North of the 
Peninsula to the Np of the 
boot, and in Sictly. 

Other European coun- 
tries, plagued by cold last 
week, were warned of 
another freeze tn the wake 
a a thaw, The Italian 
‘abinet met in an emer- 
geney session. ; 
The US _Ambassado-, 
Mrs Clare Bloothe Luce, 
. ordered Amcrican atid put 
on an urgent basis after 
hurried phone calls to 
Washington. US Army 
trucks loaded with food 
and clothing began rolling. 
Italian Air Force planes 
and helicopters fanned out 
to drop supplies to com- 
munittas completely cut off 
by deep drifts. The Vatican 
Joined the relief effort with 
shipments of food and 

medicine. 

Peasants were reported 
battling hungry wolves in 
mountain regions, Govern- 
ment officials estimated the 
number of persons trapped 
in snowbound towns ond ; 
villages -at hundreds , of’ 
thousands, The southern 
elty of Matera, with 22,900 
people, is cut off. A train 
trying to reach it jumped 
the tracks. 

Transport broke down 
from one end of the penin- 
tula to the other. Tele- 
phone services went out 
under snow that buckled 
transmission nes, Fuel 
and power supplies dwin- 
died.—United Press.

A week before a House of Commons debate 
on whether murderers in Britain shall continue to 
be hanged, the Government tonight announced it 
would propose improving the law regarding mur- 
der while retaining the death penalty. 


Sir Anthony Eden,

the death penalty should 


be retained but that “the 


law relating to the crime of murder should be 


amended.”

They are coming from huntsmen 
in America, Britain, Spain, 
Afflen and India, ‘The Indians 
are fervent big-game hunters, 
you know,” he said. 


Anybody can join the hunt. 

According to the way the 
rules rend there jis nothing to 
stop you using an anti-tank gun 
or a howitzer, but pCa-shooters 
und catapults are barred, 

There are, of course, certain 
official limitations. You must 
pay your own return fare to the 
Belgian Congo hunting grounds. 
There is an entrance fee of £14 


—which included the cost of a 
temporary ilfe insurance policy. 

Cost of a blg-game hunting 
licence is £24.
